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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The after final amendment filed January 1 0, 2007 is entered and claims 9-11,1 3- 
18, and 20-22 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 9-11, 13-18, and 20-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention is directed to a method of controlling the display that includes a backlight. 

Independent claim 9 identifies a uniquely distinct feature "obtaining the desired 
backlight frequency so that a beat frequency between the desired backlight frequency 
and the new refresh rate is too high to be visually perceived by a user of the display". 

Independent claim 15 identifies a uniquely distinct feature "an antenna proximate 
the panel, wherein the coordinator is arranged to control the timing generator and the 
modulator to result in a beat frequency between the refresh rate and the modulation 
frequency being too high to be visually detected by a user of the system". 

Independent claim 18 identifies a uniquely distinct feature "an antenna proximate 
the panel, wherein the coordinator is arranged to control the timing generator and the 
modulator to result in one of the refresh rate and the modulation frequency being a 
multiple of another of the refresh rate and the modulation frequency". 

Independent claim 20 identifies a uniquely distinct feature "means for 
coordinating between the means for controlling and the means for adjusting to 
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substantially avoid a beat frequency between the refresh rate and the operational 
frequency that is visually perceptible by a user of the system". 

The closest arts, Nakano and Funamoto et al. as discussed in the previous 
Office action, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious the 
above limitations obvious.
